The  larynx  or  head  of  the  windpipe  in  the 
present  case  was  first  examined  (Wa<  the 
head  cut  oil  '  -So.  .\n  incision  was  .simply 
made  in  tlie  neck  or  throat  whi<  h  e.vpose.l  the 
interior  to  ready  view.)  Thehirynx  was  well 
developed  and  natural  iu.  all  its  pari..  It 
appeareil  slightly  congested  and  contnined 
a  little  frothy  mucus.

Neither  of  tbese  condi 
lions  were  marked,  bnt  they  attracted  the 
attention  of  the  several  medical  men  pre.sent, 
as  somewhat  unusual  Whether  they  resulted 
from  the  hydrophobic  conditions  is  a  matter
